SKIN. 


Potatoes that have been ex- 


posed to the sun above the 
ground develop a green sub- 
stance containing soisnm, a poi- 
son. A small percentage of this 
msy be contained in the skin, 
so that a potato with a green 
spot should not be eaten, and 
the skins of potatoes should not 
be eaten. There is no element 
of nutrition in the potato which 
can not be obtained better from 
bread or rice or milk and the 
idea that potatoes are necessary 
as a part of a substantial meal

'Martyred Dead" of 


Iroquois Fire to Be 


Remembered Today 


"Lefet we forget." it is well to re- 


call that today is the ninth anniver- 
sary of the Iroquois Theatre fire iu 
Chicago, in uhich 600 people, mostly 
women and children, lost tfieir li\es. 
Relatives and friends of the victims 
will hold their anuaal memorial meet- 
ing in Chicago today. An Iroquois 
Memorial Hospital 
has been built 


with funds raised by an association 
formed "to perpetuate the memory of 
the martyred dead." At the exercises 
a year ago today a. tablet by Lorado 
Taft was dedicated in the main re- 
ception room of the hospital. It de- 
picts the Motherhood of the World 
protecting the children of the uni- 
verse, the body of a child borne on a 
litter by herculean male figures; with 
a bereaved mother bending over it. 
The hospital, erected to perpetuate so 
terrible a tragedy, i> performing 
a 


merciful mission as a citv «nierseney 
iustituiion. Another memorial to the 
Iroquois victims stands hi Moatrose 
cemetery, and is a handsome shaTt ot" 
granite 
which marks the resting 


place of the unknown women who 
perished in the holocaust. 


The Iroquois Theatre fire, the most 


appaling disaster of its kind in the 
history of the world, broke out during 
the matinee performance on Decem- 
ber 30. 1903. The 
playnouse 
was 


crowded with a happy holidav throng 
of women and children, assembled to 
witness the spectacle "Bluebeard." 
The theatre was practically a new 
one. having been opened only a short 
time before, and was 
supposedly 


equipped with every known means of 
oreventing and extinguishing fires. 
This was merely supposition. The 
blaze originated on the stage, and 
was prooably caused by sparks from 
one of the spotlights igniting some of 
the flimsy scenery. Actors and stage 
hands rushed forward and sought to 
beat out the blaze, but their efforts 
were in vain. Then -came the signal 
to drop the fire-proof curtain. 


An "aerial ballet" was a feature of 


the performance, and the ropes ob- 
structed the dropping of the asbestos 
curtain. Finally it was released, but 
too late. The employes, pamc-sirick-' 
en. then made a fatal mistake. They 
o»enee> the large double uoors in the 
rear of the =tage, and the draft caused 
the asbestos curtain to bulge far and 
threateningly out into 
tfce 
l>r>dv of 


the thea-re. In the meantime the au- 
dience had sought 
the exits, and 


•were crowding out as ranifily as ro^si- 
bie. Frightened, the women and ehil-S 
dren still maintained some semblance I 
\ 01 order until the bulging curtain let 


trough a. great cloud of smoke and 
flame. Hundreds were overcome, and 
dropped, suffocating, to the floor, to 
be trampled on by the maddened 
hordes that were still able to continue 
the battle for life. The dead and dy- 
ing blocked the few available exits, 
preventing the escape of ft'e living. 
Numerous fire esits had been provided 
on every floor, but thely were kept 
locked, and the ushers Tied without 
unbolting them. This neglect of duty 
left only the main exits available. A 
few people in the balcony escaped by 
the Sre escapes, but these were total- 
ly inadequate. When the firemen ar- 
rived they soon 
extinguished 
the 


Blames, and at first the Tnil extent of 
the disaster was unrealized- It was 
only when the firemen reached 'the 
upper floors, where they found the 
burned corpses piled_ seven feet high 
before the useless exits, that Chicago- 
ans realized the full terrors of the 
catastrophe.
